Aphids  on  leafy  vegetables:  How  to  control

Aphids.  often  called  plant  lice,  are  small, 
soft-bodied  insects  that  suck  juice  from 
plants.  Aphids  cause  heavy  losses  to  com- 
mercial growers  of  leafy  vegetables.  This 
revised  bulletin  describes  the  feeding  habits, 
distribution,  and  reproduction  of  four  types 
of  aphids.  It  discusses  natural  controls  such 
as  insects,  diseases  and  weather  and  control 
measures  such  as  cultural  practices  and  use 
of  insecticides.

This  revised  bulletin  describes  major 
household  pests,  their  habits,  their  breeding 
places,  and  the  damage  they  cause.  It  tells 
the  housekeeper  how  to  control  these  pests 
and  emphasizes  the  safe  use  of  pesticides.

In  this  revised  bulletin  stress  is  placed  on 
soil  selection  and  preparation.  What  to  do 
after  planting  is  discussed  in  sections  on 
watering,  pruning,  fertilizing,  and 
transplanting.  Diseases  of  boxwoods  are 
identified,  and  the  treatment  or  control  of 
various  insects  and  pests  that  attack  box- 
woods is  discussed  at  length. 

Renovate  an  old  house?  (G  212)  21  p.  35c. 

This  new  bulletin  suggests  some  points  to 
consider  when  people  think  about  renovating 
an  old  house,  such  as,  is  it  possible,  or  would 
it  be  worthwhile.  Because  many  houses  that 
might  be  candidates  for  rehabilitation  are  old 
houses  of  wood,  much  of  the  emphasis  in  this 
publication  is  on  wood  structures.  Also, 
emphasis  is  placed  on  how  to  view  the  house, 
from  foundation  to  roof,  and  how  to  look  for 
the  condition  of  important  items.
